Dextrous Work With a Knife in a 
Down-Town Alley.

Two Companions Thought to have Car- 
ried Off Wounds Given by the 
Slashing Sucker. 


The morbid curiosity which finds satisfae- 
tion in gazing on human core enjoyed satiety 
this morning inthe double alley intersecting 
the block bounded by Seventh and Eighth and 
Pine and Chestnut streets. The locality was 
the scene ofatragedy about nine o’clock last 
night, and it was not until this morning that 
the mystery which surrounded it begau to 
clear, up. 

For the better understanding of the case, 
which is a complicated one, the following 
disgram is given:

TNE LOCALITY. 

Evidently the death struggle began near the 
mouth of the alley leading in from Pine 
«street. There is a foundation wall fora new 
building on Eighth and Pine streets, extend- 
ing infrom Pine twenty or thirty feet, and 
back of this is the first large pool of blood. At 
intervals of a few feet there are two other 
pools, further along in the alley and at the 
spot where the alleys bisect, there is a fourth 


pool. Turning a sharp corner, the blood 
spots changed to drops, and there is a 


trail of them westward close by the fence 4s 
if the dving man had clung there for support. 
The trail extends almost to Eighth street, 
losing itselfin the largest pool of all, just 
where the body was found prostrate 
THE DISCOVERY. : 

The discovery was made shortly after nine 
o’clock in the evening, by a negro named M- 
or Alexander, who was on his way along 
Fianth street. At the mouth of the alley the 
negro heard groans and looking in saw s . 
one lying on the ice. It was too dark to dig- 
cover more than the prostrate form, and’ 
negro recollecting that the last drunken man 
he helped on his feet gave him a black eye, 
went off to find a policeman. He says he went 
around the block five times and then went fo 
the Four Courts before he found an officer. 
At headquarters they sent him back to fimd 
the ofticer on the beat. He found Offfeer 
Ike Hamilton on Market street and although 
demurring somewhat at being taken off Ms 
beat to helpa drunken man up, Hamilton 
went to the alley. The first glance showect 
that the man was not drunk but dead. Fur- 
thermore there was a ghastly gash in the 
neck, showing where the life current had is- 
sued. 

THE WANTON’S STORY. b 

While Officer Hamilton was taking care of 
the body, the news of the tragedy reached 
the Four Courts in another form. Two women 
of the town, Mollie Murphy and Nelke 
Curtis, alias Fay, entered the Four Courts and 
told a curious story. They were standing gn 
Seventh and St. Charles streets, they said, 
about nine o’clock talking with a young man 
when a Hoosier-looking fellow came up and 
entered into conversation with them. Heact- 
ed quite strange and invited them into the sa- 
loon for a drink. They came out and went go

He had remained with them up to 
the time the stranger departed, and while 
drifting around inthe neighborhood had heard 
of the tinding of the body, and at once furnish- 
ed the police with his information. His story 
corroborated that of the woman, but he was 
held at the Four Courts all night. 
THE CLEWS. 

This morning the clews began to develop 
rapidly. Sergeant Boyd in skirmishing about 
in the alley found a slouch felt hat with a hole 
in the crown and one inthe rim. There was 
blood on it, and the generally battered appear- 
ance bore evidence to a row. As it grew lisht- 
erared bandana handkerchief was found inthe 
alley, also a Jarge clasp knife with a hook at- 
tachment, such as teamsters carry. 
The large blade was very 
sharp but closed. There was no blood on it 
and no evidence that it had been used. Not 
far from the knife was an empty tin case, such 
as spectacles are sometimes carried in. When 
the body was found the pockets were turned 
inside out, but further than this there was 
nothing to connect the articles found with the 
man lying dead. 

SELF BETRAYAL. 

It isn’t the first time that the befuddled 
brain of some man on a lark has faileckto dis- 
criminate between the bright lights of a police 
station and a saloon. About five o’clock this 
morning as Officer Creecy sat in the Fair 
Grounds sub-station he heard some one 
trumping around on the platform outside as if 
trying tofind the door. He went to look out 
und was aceosted by a rather countritied 
specimen of humanity who at once applied 
or a drink. He had mistaken the station for 


an all-night house of another character. 
Creecy invited the fellow in and 
sized him up. There was a mingled 
look of fear and dissipatition 


on his face and his stories were not satisfac- 
tory. Furtbermore, his hands bore the ap- 
pearance of baving recent blood stains on 
them. The officer had already received a de- 
scription of the man wanted, and while he 
held bis visitor he telegraphed for more de- 
tails. In reply to the answer be said he be- 
lieved he had the man wanted and was direct- 
ed to bring him down. 
THE PRISONER’S STATEMENT. 

Shortly after reaching the Four Courts the 
prisoner told his story toa Post-DIsSPpaTcH 
reporter in answer to frequent questioning: 
My name is Thomas J. Stull, and my home 
is in Hamilton county, Illinois, near McLeans- 
„oro. Jam a farmer. 1] Was on my way to 
Visit my sisters—north, and stopped over in 


St. Louis for alittle fun. I heard (with 
a Wink) there was good beer 
here and women. Well, last night 


I was out on a little lark and had taken sev- 
erval drinks. I wasn’t drunk, but the beer 
made me sick and I vomited. I went into a 
saloon, just where, I don’t know, and fell iu 
with three men who were strangers to me. 
We had a drink or twotogether and they came 
out with me. As we were going along the 
street, | began tothink about what I had heard 
about St. Louis being a hard place and I 
thought maybe somebody might try to rob me, 
s0 ] opened my knife and had it open in my 
pocket. Just as we came near an alley we 
stopped a minute and all at once the men 
jumped on to me and began to push me into 
the alley. I got my knife out and just fit my 


way through, think I cut 
two of them and the other ran 
away. One that was cut fell down and kick- 
ed. After I got out of the place I met a 
couple of women and a man. With them I 


took several drinks and finally went by my- 
self. I drank some more and stopped some- 
where, I don’t know the place, and had four 
hours sleep. Then ] went out and wandered 
around until got to what I thought was a 


saloon but it was a station. IL wasn't 
crunk but ] was pretty full, 
and diduꝰ t toll it straight story. 


Jenn now thotich, if they wil! let me. 
fellows tried toreob me and 1 fought myself 
away fromthem. That's all there is toit. 
Ihere was blood on my bands, but I ean clear 
myself of having done anything out of the 
way.” 
VARIOUS CLEWS AND DEVELOPMENTS. 

Warminghaus was keptat the Four Courts 
all night, expressing his willingness to stay 
and help in the identification of the murderer. 
Shortly after Stull was brought in, Warming- 
haus was given an opportunity to see him 
and without hesitation said he was the man 
who had come up Seventh street from the 
south and had joined him and the two women 
on St. Charles street. Warminghaus is a man 
of twenty or twenty-two, smooth-faced and 
evidently a workingman. He told the Post- 
DISPATCH reporter this morning that he had 
been a teamster. He lives at 142232 North 
Eleventh, with his mother. At the time he 
fell in with the two women it Was about half 
past eight, and he was going tothe theatre. 
He stopped totalk witb them, and in about 
ten minutes the stranger came up. In the 
course of the subsequent conversation, Warm- 
inghaus says Stull telked boastfully of what 
he had done and showed his bloody knife. 
One of the girls told him he had better give it 


up. He did so, but said J have got another 
and two pistols.” At the same 
time he made some remark about 
Frank Rande, and _ intimated to the 
crowd that he wasa bad man. “He talked 


like a desperado,’? Warminghaus says. At 
another time the Hoosier said, Don't betray 
me, will your’? He seemed elated over hay- 
ing downed the robbers, but at the same time 
it was impressed upon his mind that he 
musn’t be caught. 

After Warminghaus’ 


identification and 


| Stull’s own story, the police at once accepted 


wanted for 
the killing. The women visited the 
Four Courts about noon, and their 
statements corroborated the identification. 
Mollie Murphy, whois better known. as Mol- 
lie Cox, said that Stull’s remark to her was 
that ohe had killed two blanks of blanks.” 
„His hands,“ she continued, were bloody up 
to here,” indicating the upper part of the 
wrist. She also said the farmer bragged of 
what he had done, and made references to 
Rande. 

Both Warminghaus and the two women 
were allowed to go, with instructions to re- 
port at the Coroner’s office as witnesses at ten 
o’clock to-morrow. 

THE DEAD MAN. 

The Morgue doors were thrown open to the 
public at an early hour and the body found in 
the alley was exhibited on a slab. Appar- 
ently the dead man was about thirty-eight 
vears old. He was five feet nine inches in 
height. His weight was 160 pounds. He had 
dark hair, dark brown whiskers and mous- 
tache, fair complextion and light gray eyes. 
The slouch hat found in the alley by Sergeant 
Boyd was tried on the head and fitted it. On 
this hat were splotches of paint of several 
colors. The vest and pants, of 
dark material, and shoes were also marked 
inthe same way. The conclusiou reached 
was that the dead man had been a painter. 
This is a dull season for his trade; might he 
not with two companions have attempted to 
relieve the country man, who is undersized 
and not muscular looking, of his supposed 
roll? The country man had proved more of 
a match than anticipated. _ His knife ready 
for use had been plicd rapidly, inflicting sev- 
eral wounds as the assailants tried to foree him 
further into the alley, Several of the people 
living in the houses which abut on the

Stull probably took the ally eastward to 
Seventh street and then northward till he met 
the two women and Waminghaus. 

The Fiith District people say that no de- 
scription was received at the Fair Grounts 
Station, but that Officer Creecy had been told 
of the murder by the son of Mr. Kalb, the see- 
retary at the Fair Grounds. The young man 
had returned home and had told the officer of 
the murder and had given a description as he 
had heard it of the supposed murderer. The 
prisoner at first claimed to be from Jefferson 
City and gave bis name as Thomas Jefferson 
Stull. 

AT THRE MORGUE. 

The Morgue doors were thrown open early, 
but of the hundreds who visited the place 
during the morning hours no one could-iden- 
tify the body. Warminghaus and the two 
women Who are the chief witnesses against 
Stull went around there and after looking at 
the corpse several minutes said they had never 
seen the man before. One person who called 
thought he recognized the stranger as a man 
who had lived at a Seventh street boarding- 
house and Sergeant Mueller went down there 
and Lrought up Henry Freders who knew all 
the boarders. He at once declared he had never 
seenthe man. It seems a little at variance with 
the theory that the man killed had been at- 
tempting torob Stull that his pockets should 
have been turned inside out, but this is some- 
thing that might have happened in the locali- 
ty without upsetting the theory. The man 
lay there a cousiderable length of time. While 
he was dying, or even after he was dead, some 
sneak imagining him to be drunk may have 
turned out the poekets and then gone on. 
There were the articles, which have already 
been mentioned, seattered about—the himd- 
kerchief, the large knife and the case. When 
the clothing was searched at the Morgue noth- 
ing was found but a long string and the card 
of a Christy avenue harlot. 

CHIEF MCDONOUGH’S INVESTIGATION. 

Chief McDonough alter examining Stull and 
hearing the statements of various parties, told 
the reporter that he did not doubt but that 
the former did the killing. Stull acted very 
much as it he thought he was being tried. 
He was guarded in his talk and denied all 
knowledge ot the bloody knife. When Warm- 
inghaus told him he had seen the knife in his 
hands, Stull said: Now don’t you know vou 
ure making up a story that will get me into 
troubler’? He asked u number of 
questions while Warminghaus and the 
woman were being examined by the 
chief and showed now and then flashes of 
shrewdness not betokened by his general ap- 
pearance. He told the chief that though he 
wis drinking last night he remembereda!! 
that had transpired. He repeated the story 
about three men trying to rob him and said 
he had to fight his way out but had used no 
knife. He explained his presence at the Fair 
Grounds Station by saying that after having 
had the fight he conchided St. Louis was no 
place for him and he was going to get out of 
town without any unnecessary delay,if he 
could find somebody to loan him money. Stull 
denied much of what the women and Warm- 
inghaus said, although he did not deny having 
met and talked with them. Altogether his 
manner Was queer and his statements contra- 
cictory. He remains a prisoner at the Four 
Courts. One thing strange is the fact that 
Stull shows no scratches or bruises to speak of 
asthe result ofi his encounter. His clothes 
are Whole. He looks like aman who had been 
on aspree, but not ina fight. There are blood 
stains on his shirt sleeves. Offlcer Creecy 
says the prisoner came to the Fair Grounds 
Station about 2 o’clock and demanded a 
drink. He acted strangely and refused to an- 
swer questions. This aroused Creecy’s suspi- 
clons and he arrested the fellow. When searched 
he had only ten cents in his pocket. 

It is easier to ask questions about this affair 
than to answer them. There is atheory which 
one police official has in mind, and which 
may turn out to be the true one, altough he is 
almost alone in giving it consideration. The 
conversation which Warminghaus and the 
two women repeat shows that Stull had his 
mind full of bloody adventure; he referred to 
Rande repeatedly; he talked about his 
(Stull’s) weapons and his prowess; he said 
he was good for a dozen men, if put in a room 
with them; he bragged of having laid out two 
men that night. Why isit not reasonable to 
think that Stull, with some liquor about him, 
went wandering about, and falling in with the 
man who was found dead, went with him to 
the alley, aud inspired with the desire to be a 
a desperado, stabbed him in the 
throat. There are the blood © stains 
just as described. The dead man’s throat is 
cul, and there is a bruise on the head that 
might have been made by a fall or with a 
stone. Near where the first pool of blood, 
entering the alley from Pine street, is found 
there are stones which might have been used 
to give the stunning blow. Stull may have 
struggled with his victim along to the inter- 
section of the alleys and left him there, after 
turning his pockets inside out. Recovering 
consciousness the victim may have uttered 
two or three faint calls of watch,“ which 
were heard, and then crawled towards 
the mouth of the east, unt 
west alley towards Eighth 
street, finally falling down and dying, It is 
dificult to learn the exact time of the 
different oecurrences, but it would seem, 
irom the statements of the women and of the 
nero who made the discovery, that Stull was 
on St. Charles and Seventh streets talking 
with the women about twenty minutes before 
the dying man was heard groaning in the 
alley. Stull’s manner and talk, now as well 
as immediately following the affair, do not 
correspond with his story of an attempted 
robbery. He evidently has an intense admira- 
tion for desperate deeds. There is much that 
seems untenable in the theory that he has 

erpetrated murder, but just as much that he 
kined his man in self-defense. It is a eompli- 
ested problem for criminal experts to deal 
with. 
THE SUPPOSED IDENTIFICATION. 

About 1 o’clock a painter visited the Morgue 
and after looking at the corpse remarked that 
the resemblance with a man named Mac who 
used to work for Flesh & Mook was striking. 
A Post-DIsPATCH reporter called at the 
shops of this firm and the foreman Mr. John- 
son Gregg at once consented to go the Morgue 
and try to identify the body. The only man 
he could recollect who might answer 
the description Was Frank McDonald, 
That man had worked for the firm several 
weeks, but had been out of town on a job in 
the country. After a close inspection of the 


body Mr. Gregg said it looked very 
much like MeDonald, but before 
expressing himself positively he would get 


one of the painters who knew McDonald well 
to visit the place. MacDonald was a single 
wan and lived somewhere near Biddle Mar- 
ket. He bore a good name and ought not to 
be out of funds, 3s he had recently come 
back from a job in the country and further- 
more had drawn a slight balance coming to 
him at Flesb & Mook’s, last Saturday night.

LONDON, January 25.—The miners’ strike 
at Bolton and Farnworth is ended.

THE COERCION LAW. 

LONDON, January 25.—Mr. Foster intro- 
duced the govornment coercion bill in the 
House of Commons last night with great dra- 
matic power, which made a marked impres- 
sion on the House. It is called a bill for pro- 
tecting life and property, and is a coercive 
measure, pure and simple, to enable the Lord 
Lieutenant to issue a warrant for the arrest of 
unybody suspected of treasonable designs, or 
of being connected with agrarian outrages. 
The powers conferred in the act are to remain 
in force until the 30th of September next. In 
short the personal liberty of all the persons in 
Ireland is placed at the mercy of the Lord 
Lieutenant. 

AN UNPLESANT DUTY. 

LONDON, January 25.—In moving the bill 
for the protection of life and property in Ire- 
land last night in the House of Commons 
Forster said he had never been clearer about 
anything in his life then as to the necessity of 
the measures he introduced, but if he had 
ever expected that such an unpleasant duty 
would be forced upon him he would never 
have become secretary of Ireland.

LONDON, January 25.—Bullion gone into the

DANGEROUS GROUND. 

The Chicago Tribune is in favor of a govern- 
ment telegraph to be run precisely as the English 
telegraph system and +s our mails are now 
managed, directly by the Post-office Depart- 
ment. The New York Herald strongly favors the 
-ame plan as the only means of counteracting 
the consolidation of the telegraph monopo- 
lies. Many other leading,thoughtful journals 
of both parties take the same view. The res- 
olutions offered by Mr. SPRINGER, favor- 
ably reported by «a committee of Congress, 
and now pending before the Ilouse, are bas- 
ed uponthe same ideas. ‘The New York 
Board of Trade and many other importaut 
organizations of shippers, merchants, bus- 
iness men and capitalists throughout the 
country, have already expressed themselves in 
the same direction. Even the Socialists, 
Greenbackers and Communists entertain 
the same sentiment, for we observe ehat at 
the last meeting of the Trades Unions in this 
city, in which the usual socialistic sprinkling 
was present, a resolution in favor of a Goy- 
ernment telegraph was unanimousiy adopted, 

Thus we see Capitalists and Communists 

united in the same demand. 
It cannot be denied that the argument in 
favor of a Government telegraph is quite 
plausable. It has become quite general and 
quite popular with our people. The shameless 
greed of the telegraph corporations in watering 
their stock to about eight times its origin- 
al cost and exacting tolls from the public to 
pay dividends on all these millions of watered 
stock—the complete success which has attend- 
ed the consolidation of all the rival lines into 
one close, compact monopoly—the apparent 
hopelessness of private enterprise or individ- 
ual effort to make any resistance whatever— 
all this naturally points to the Government as 
the last and only resort for protection and 
remedy against a gigantic monopoly. 

The Chicago Trihune voices this feeling in 
the following clear language: | 

Congress should strike while the iron is hot. 
In view of the universal indignation aguinst the 
proposed amalgamation and the pop- 
ular apprehension of future extortion, Congress 
could do nothing at the present time that would 
secure so much approval from the masses of all 
parties and factions as to proceed cnergetically 
withthe ascertaiment otf the cost ot a new, 
permanent and independent telegraph system, 
to be followed by the establishment thereof. 
Such an investigation, prosecuted honestly and 
vigorously, would undoubtedly reveal the 
folly ot either permitting the people 
to be led in order to pay a dividend on a ficti- 
tious stock of $80,000,000, or of buying the old 
material of the present telegraph monopoly at 
atany such figure. It willalso show thatthe 
cost of constructing a new Government tele- 
graph system,in connection with the facilities 
now controlled by the Government, will be 
comparatively insignificant; will lead to the 
establishment of acheap and uniform rate for 
messages to and from all parts of the United 
States, and at such a tariff as will yield the in- 
terest on the required investment. 

We regard this as a proposition more dan- 
serous even than the telegraph monopoly. 

Telegraphing is a private business, like 
banking, railroading or manufacturing. It is 
not the function of the Government of the 
United States—whatever monarchial coun- 
tries may do—to carry on this or any other 
business like it. + } 

If the Government is to go into the telegraph 
business because the telegraph companies have 
comolhlated, und competition by private en- 
terprise is difficult, it might as well gointo the 
oil business where the Standard Oil Company 
represents an equally gigantic monopoly—and 
even worse, for light is more necessary than 
telegraphing—and supply the people with ol; 
at reasonable rates. 

Suppose that the leading capitalists and 
bankers of the country were to con- 
solidate and monopolize to raise the rates 
of interest and the value of money? Would 
the Government go luto the banking bus- 
ines! 


A government telegraph would be but the 


first step to goverument railroads. When- 


ever that dav comes popular self-government 
will be a mere form and sham. 

A government telegraph and government 
railroads in this country mean an overpow- 
ering, office-holding army of about 1, 000,000 
men, and the perpetuity of any party in 
power, no matter how cerrupt. On the con- 
trary, the more corrupt the more unscrupu- 
lous it would be in the use of its power and 
the more certain to retain if. lou 

We want no government telegraph in this 
country. 

The total receipts of the American tele- 
graph companies were $12,782,894 lust vear; 
the expenses $6,948,956. The people of the 
United States can infinitely better afford 
to pay the presentor even increased charges 
to make all the watered telegraph stock prof- 
itable than, in the present state of partisan 
politics, let the Government establish the 
dangerous precedent of going into private 
business enterprises and doubling its army of 
oftice-holders. 

This is dangerous ground. It is not in 
the interest of real, popular self-government 
that the already dangerous power of the army 
of 100,C00 partizan office-holders and the 
enormous patronage and influence of the 
White House should be increased by the 
partizan management of 233,531 miles of tele- 
graph wire, the handliuy of 30,000,000 of tele- 
graphic messages per annum and the natural- 
ly great influence upon the press of the country 
which any government would wield that had 
the control of the telegraph. 

Our Government is much too strong al- 
ready: much too difficult to move or change 
or dislodge by public opinion, or even elec- 
tions. It comes too near already in control- 
ing elections of vital importance. How would 
it be if the present office-holding army and 
the influence of the Administration were 
doubled or trebled? 

Nobody will probably suspect the Post- 
DisratTcu of sympathizing with monopolies 
and corporate interests. Weregard them as 
the greatest danger in American politics to- 
day. We believe in checking and restraining 
their political power as we believe in checking 
and restraining all vice. But we do not be- 
lieve in jumping out of thefrving pan into the 
fire. We do not believe in administering a 
remedy that is worse than the discase—an 
antidote that is worse than the poison.

“(est moi, c'est moi.““ It is I, it is 1; and 
With a silvery laugh, breathless with excite- 
ment, Mile. Sarah Bernhardt, Societaire de la 
Comedie Francaise, dashed on the stage of 
the Grand Opera-house last evening as Frou- 
Frou. An enthusiastic outburst of applause 
greeted the advent of the great French artist 
behind the footlights, which soon subsided, 
and then Jorgnettes and opera glasses were 
leveled at the central figure on the stage, and 
the audience endeavored to satisfy their long 
pent-up curiosity. Dressed in a deep blue 
riding habit, with light grey boots and whip 
in hand, Sarah Bernhardt was the cynosure 
of all eyes. Her figure is slim and thin, but 
her thinness is not so remarkable as the ex- 
aggerated accounts had led one to believe; 
in fact if it were not for this epithet thus so 
universally applied to her we should call her 
form willowy. Her face, while not pretty, is 
decidedly interesting, and her brilliant, lu- 
minous eyes aye gifted with a wonderful pow- 
er of expression. Her nose is large and some- 
what irregular; her mouth is small, her lips 
exquisitely curved, while her teeth are regu- 
lar and dazzlingly white. There is an inde- 
tinable charm in her face which at once at- 
tracts attention. Her hair has a _ reddish- 
brown tinge. In movement and carriage she is 
the personification of grace. Bernhardt“ 
voice is silvery, ringing, penetrating, but its 
echoes are metallic, and hence her voice is not 
sympathetic. 

Assembled inthe theater was certainly a 
brilliant and representative audience, if not a 
large one.

The managers 
instead of making public the 
receipts as they have hitherto 
done, refused point blank to state the sum.

Louis the poorest from a financial standpoint 
of any initial performance so far given.

themselves upon their French descent or, 
what is equally as good, their ability to un- 
derstand the Parisian patots, and so every 
society belle considered it infra. dig. 10 be 
seen With a libretto. As one remarked to the 
specimen of the jeunesse doree Who accom- 


panied her, No, thank vou; 1 don’t need a 
libretto. 1 understand French perfectly!’ 
And so the swain congratulated himself 


upon the saving to his pocket, and he also de- 
termined to do without the book of the words. 
But when Bernhardt chattered the test came; 
she Was more voluble, more rapid in her de- 
livery than the others and though her en- 
unciation was distinct, it was a considerable 
task for those not perfectly master of French 
to follow her. The escort asked the belle 
“who understood French perfectly’? once or 
twice for the meaning of some of the to him 


jargon that the French artists em— 
ployed. The belle hummed and 
hawed, attempted an explanation, 


but finally gave it up in despair, although the 
youth with a gallant chivalry declared he un- 
derstood her explanation perfectly—a thing 
she did not do herself. As the play progress- 
ed, however, one by one the French scholars 
fell by the wayside, and fully four-fifths of 
the audience divided their attention between 
the stage and libretto. In spite of all the pre- 
tense of following the French actors in their 
lines, it Was clear that only few, very few peo- 
ple really did comprehend the language. If 
the majority did, it was certainly a stupid 


majority for none of the points so readily 
recognized by a Parisian audience achieved 


recognition from the St. Louis public. In the 
second act where Frou-Frou is rehearsing and 
singing with her father, Mile. Bernhardt in- 
terpolated in the text or as we vulgarly say 
„gugged,“ “Bravo papa,“ and these words 
produced the greatest outburst of enthusiasm 
and certainly the most spontaneous of the 
evening. 

And now for the actress. The Divine Sarah 
selected Gilberte in *“*Frou-Frou,’’ the role 
in Which Agnes Ethel won so much renown. 
Emphatically we must say that Sarah Bern- 
hurdt is a greatly overrated artiste, and that 
America has actresses of herown who can 
equal, and in some things, excel the famous 


Nocietaire. If art lies in pretty artiticial- 
ties, in statuesque posing, in studied 
and finished clocution, then is Sarah 


indeed an artiste. But if dramatic art finds 
its highest exposition in the forcible portray- 
al of emotions which thrill, penetrate and 
sway the hearts of men, then we say decidedly 
Miss Bernhardt is not a great artiste. Bern- 
hardt can assimilate herself to such fashion- 
able frivolities as the Duchess of Omnium 
Gatherum, or other of the dainty dolls sketch- 
edinthe drawing room novels of Anthony 
Trollope, but she dare not for fear of failure. 
attempt 30 sink her identity in such a charac- 
ter as that of Romola, Gwendolin Hameth or 
other living women whom George Eliot has 
produced, women whose souls are tried by the 
troubles and tribulations of a real life and no- 
ble aspirations. Frith’s Derby Day““ is a 
noted painting, but we would hesitate to com- 
pareit to Hunt’s “Shadow of Death,“ because 
the one isa pretty well painted-sketch of a 


horse-race crowd, while the latter 
uims at depicting the passions and 
emotions of 1 human soul. So 


We say of Sarah Bernhardt—her art is of an 
inferior kind. she cannot be compared to her 
great predecessor, Rachel, who rose to grand 
heights of sublime passion. Mathew Arnold, 
and he was a good judge, said Rachel began 
Where Sarah Bernhardt leaves off, and this is 
a good illustration of the difference between 
them. 

We are aware that the French school of act- 
ing differs from the American. The one is ar- 
tistically natural and conversational: the other 
is rbetorieally declamatory. This difference 
Was illustrated last night and it is perhaps to 
the disadvantage of the French company that 
the American publie has not been accustomed 
to their methods. Everything that Sarah 
Bernhardt does is artistic, cela va sans dire, 
but then it is all art. As a well-known critic 
said, “Sarah is like a dentist—she gives us too 
much art.“ In portraying the modern dame of 
the salon, the fashionable puppets of society 
Without mentality or passion Bernhar Jt 
15 perfect. As soon as she at- 
tempts to rise above these “pretty 
pictures” of brainless women she fails. The 
quarrel scene with Louise, last evening, for 
instance, in the third act was the great oppor- 
tunity for Frou-Frou.

In addition to Le Sphinx“ there will be 
given Francois Coppee’s one-act comedy, in 
verse, Le VPassant.’?

Sarah Bernhardt and Mdlle Marie Colombier 
uppear, the former in the role of Zannetto, a 
troubadour, and the latter as Sylvia, a rich 
widow. The scene opens as Sylvia, who is 
living in retirement, bewails the death of some 
one through her means in whom her heart 
had been interested. The scene is at night, 
and Sylvia is interrupted by the singing of the 
wandering troubadour, Zannetto. She goes 
into her house, and Zannetto seeks rest and 
slumber ona mossy bank under the widow’s 
window. Presently Sylvia reappears, gazes 
on the minstrel boy, wakes him up and offers 
him supper and a bed. The troubadour re- 
fuses, having supped on nuts, and preferring 
abedonthe grass under the stars.

to be the 1 who has collected 
information for Mr. Sessinghaus, and his eyi- 
dence, it is claimed, will be of a very start- 
ling nature. ; 

Copies of the notice of contest have been 
served upon Mr. Frost’s attorneys, Donovan 
and Conroy. The notice is a very lengthy 
one, and embraces a great number of counts, 
the charges — iterated and reiterated on 
every page. Itisa long catalogue of state- 
ments alleging illegal registration, illegal 
voting, illegal counting and illegal summing 
up of the returns. It charges bribery, cor- 


ruption and bulldozing, and pret- 
ty nearly every other offense 
known to the election laws. 


The object of the deposition is to prove these 
charges true, and as they are highly sensa- 
tional the testimony will, no doubt, be of the 
same character. 

Mr. Frost enters a specific denial of each

WITHIN EIGHT DAYS. 


The Times Property to Reach a Sale 
Under the Order of Court. 


Judge Lindley, heard this morning in Cir- 
cuit Court No. 4, the motion of Frank J. Bow- 
man, as a bondholder, for an order upon Re— 
ceiver Green to sell the Times. The motion 
to dissolve the injunction entered by the 


minority interest, will be taken 
up at a future day. The 
motion for sale was opposed by J. M. 


Dickson, representing the Buchanan bonds, 
and he read his answer to the petition of 
sowman for a receiver of the property. Some 
remarks were afterwards made about the 
transfers by Col. Cundiff of some paid 
bonds to Bowman, but this was 
promptly denied and the Court 
granted an order of sale within eight days, 
the notice of sale to be published in the Post- 
DISPATCH and all the leading newspapers 
forthwith. 

Mr. Dickson asked that the receiver be re- 
quired to give additional bond. It is tiled in 
the sum of $25,000. 

Judge Lindley saw no reason at present for 
increasing the amount. The sale of the 
Times will therefore take place during next 
week, and the final hearing of the case will be 
set shortly after with the view of disposing of 
the entire business in court. 


Judge Lindley has appointed Arbar . 
Crane referee in the case ofthe Times. The 


referee will hear testimony and report to the 
court touching the distribution of the assets. 


Decision by the Appellate Court. 
The Appellate Court this morning rend- 
ered a decision in the case of the State at 
the relation of Anne E. Gawtry et al vs. Judge 
Adams of Circuit Court No. 1. A bill in 


equity was filed in the Circuit Court to sub— 
ject some real estate, the separate property of 
Anne E. Gawtry, a married woman, to the 
payment of a personal contract alleged 
to have been made by her. A decree was is- 
sued charging the real estate of the defend- 
ant with the sum of $2,546 71, and ordering 
that the real estate be sold to satisfy the note, 
Mrs. Gawtry presented her affidavit for ap- 
peal, and tendered a sufficient bond. The 
Court refused to approve the bond and would 
not allow it to be filed solely on the ground 
that the penalty of the bond is not double the 
amount of the debt in the decree to be due 
the plaintiff. Mr. Gawtry then petitioned the 
Court of ‘Appeals to award her a 
writ of mandamus commanding Judge Adams 
to accept the bond and order it tiled. It is 
the opinion of the Court of Appeals that the 
Circuit Judge should have received the bond 
without regard to the amount of the penalty. 
The peremptory writ will issue upon Judge 
Adams. The Court is concerned 
with the sufficiency of the _ sureties 
but not at all with the amount of the penalty 
in the appeal bond. The appellant fixes that 
at hisown risk. If either party desire to 
raise a question as to the sufficiency of the 
bond to work a stay of execution the appel- 
late court knows not how it ean 
be done otherwise than by some application 
tothe court touching the issuing or recall of 
execution.
